Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 


(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. at 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
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the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same.

There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

A By-law to Expropriate Certain Lands 
for Phase Two of the Extension of 


Johnson, Begbie, and Shelbourne 
Streets. 


. WHEREAS by subsection (1) of sec- 
tion 513 of the Municipal Act, being 
chapter 255 of the Revised Statutes of 
British Columbia, 1960, the Municipal 
Council of The Corporation of the City 
of Victoria is empowered by by-law to 
establish, widen, alter, relocate, or divert 
a highway or any portion of a highway 
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and is by subsection (2) of the said sec- 
tion 513 empowered by resolution to 
lay out, construct, and maintain any 
highway or portion thereof and has by 
By-law 6278 cited as the “Johnson-Beg- 
bie-Shelbourne Streets (Phase Two) Ex- 
tension By-law, 1971” provided for the 
widening, alteration, relocation, diversion, 
and extension of a portion of Johnson 
Street in the City ot Victoria, and the 
establishment thereof as a highway, and 
has by resolution adopted the 13th day 
of August 1970, determined to lay out 
and construct the same: 

And whereas by subsection (3) of the

And whereas this by-law by section 
485 of the said Municipal Act, shall, be- 
fore coming into effect, be published 
once in The British Columbia Gazette 
and in a newspaper published or circulat- 
ing in the City of Victoria, and a certi- 
fied copy thereof is to be filed in the 
Land Registry Office of the Victoria Land 
Registration District: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Coun- 
cil of The Corporation of the City of 
Victoria enacts as follows: 

1. That for the above-recited purpose 
and subject to Division (4) of Part XII 
of the Municipal Act the real property 
described in the Schedule to this by-law 
(which schedule shall be read with and 
form part of this by-law) and all the 
right, title, and interest thereto and there- 
in of any and all persons whomsoever, 
save only Her Majesty the Queen, shall 
be and are hereby taken and expropriated 
unto the sole and only use of The Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria forever, 
which may and is hereby empowered and 
authorized by its officers, servants, or 
agents duly authorized in that behalf, to 
enter upon and into possession of and 
use the said real property for the said 
purpose. 

2. That it shall be, and it is hereby 
directed that such taking, entering upon, 
and into possession and use of such real 
property shall take place forthwith after 
this by-law shall have come into effect. 

3. This by-law shall come into effect on 
and from the day next following the day 
upon which the same is published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and in a news- 
paper as above-recited, or if it shall not 
be published both in The British Colum- 
hia Gazette and in a newspaper on the 
same day, then on the day next following 
the day when it is last so published in 
The British Columbia Gazette or news- 
paper, as the case may be. 

4, This by-law may be cited as the 
“Johnson-Begbie-Shelbourne Streets Fx- 
tension (Phase Two) Expropriation By- 
law (No, 1), 1971.”
